SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) — 
James Deckard is 7 years old 
today, but he's already had his 
present. 
Nine days ago, doctors re- 
moved the stainless steel tube 
he lias worn through a hole in 
his neck for the past 18 months. 
They sewed up the hole and 
an adjacent opening in his wind­ 
pipe that enabled 
him 
to 
breathe. 
The windpipe closure leaked a 
little air, his doctor says, with 
the result that his head swelled 
up "like a balloon.” 
But the swelling is subsiding 
as nature gradually closes off 
the leak. And James — up and 
about the family home in near­ 
by Placentia -- is cheerfully 
busy with crayons and first- 
grade "homework.” 
He’s quick to sinile, slow to 
cry. His recovery is a story of 
bravery, prayers and love. 
"The doctors say he'sa fight­ 
e r,” said his mother, Mrs. Jay 
Deckard, "and that he has a 
quick comeback. When he starts 
on the road to recovery he just 
pops right out of it." 
James, a veteran of 14 opera­ 
tions — the last when they 
sewed up his neck — is "a real 
good boy,” says his surgeon, 


Dr. John Wilcox. 
James was 3 when he devel­ 
oped a croupy cough and began 
having trouble breathing, his 
mother said. His trouble was 
diagnosed as juvenile papilloma 
— a noncancerous wart in the 
larynx, or voice box. 
TTie wart multiplied until his 
vocal cords and throat were 
covered with them, his mother 
said. 
Doctors inserted the tube so 
he could breathe and began the 
series of operations to remove 
the warts. 
Now remaining, says Dr. Wil­ 
cox, is "one little tiny one, noth­ 
ing to be alarm ed about.” Is 
Jam es' 
trouble behind him? 
"It's too early to say.” 
Early in his ordeal, his moth­ 
er says, James "told us he was 
going to go to live with Jesus. 
We told him no, and after the 
real bad first part was over he 
began to joke and when we’d 
tell him he was going to surgery 
he'd just pack his suitcase and 
go.” 
Prayers helped, she says. *fSo 
many people of different faiths 
we saw at the hospital — people 
we didn't know — gave special 
prayers for him.” 


MOSCOW 
AP — Spaceship 
Voskhod 2 landed safely today 
west of the Ural Mountains aft­ 
er a spectacular 24-hour orbit 
during which one of the two cos­ 
monauts aboard frolicked out­ 
side the craft. There were indi­ 
cations that something 
went 
wrong in the landing process. 
An announcement 
by 
Tass, 
the Soviet news agency, that the 
pilot had steered the spaceship 
to a landing ended hours 
of 
mystery and official silence on 
the Voskhod's fate. Tass said 
both cosmonauts were well. 
The time the Voskhod 
was 
aloft Indicated it had completed 
17 orbits and was on its 18th 
when it landed. 
The exploit of Col. Pavel Be­ 
lay ayev and Lt. Col. Alexei 
Leonov meant another big step 
toward travel to the moon. It 
was Leonov who ventured out­ 
side the craft and floated 10 
m inutes in the vcid, proving men 
could work there to assemble 
space platforms for shots to 
the moon. 
The spaceship landed at 12;02 
p.m. - 4;02 a.m. EST— near 
Perm, west of the Ural Moun­ 
tains and 725 miles northeast of 
Moscow. This is far north of the 


usual landing spot for Soviet 
spaceships* 
This fact and the character of 
radio signals toward the end of 
the flight suggested to the Bo­ 
chum Space Observatory 
in 
West Germany that the landing 
process was irregular, a Bo­ 
chum spokesman said. 
The Perm area is on the west­ 
ern slopes of the Ural Moun­ 
tains. Half the area Is forested 
and unfit for a landing, 
but 
there is a plain. 
Whatever the success of the 
landing, Tass said Belyayev and 
Leonov had carried out their 
experiment successfully. 
It was steered down by manu­ 
al controls by Belyayev, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
Belyayev and Leonov “ feel 
well," Tass added. “ The scien­ 
tific program has been fully ac­ 
complished.” 
The delay In announcing the 
landing was not Immediately 
explained. 


The ship came down 500 miles 
northwest of the usual cc ?mo- 
naut landing area of Soviet cen­ 
tral Asia and southwest Siberia, 
north of the launching center at 
Baikonur. 


The landing of the two cosmo­ 
nauts Inside their spaceship 
followed the pattern of the Vosk­ 
hod, 1, the first multimanned 
Soviet capsule named with the 
Russian word for sunrise. It 
spent 24 hours in orbit last Oct. 
12-13. 
Voskhod 2 was up 26 hours. It 
had time to complete 17 orbits 
and be In its 18th when it landed. 
Earlier Soviet space flights in 
the Vostok series of capsules 
required 
the 
cosmonauts to 
parachute from the craft. But 
the Voskhod series Is equipped 
for soft landings on retroactive 
jets, a report on Voskhod 1 said. 
The Tass announcement of the 
landing said* 


“ Their program of scientific 
experiments was carried out In 
full. 
“ A complex experiment was 
made successfully during 
the 
flight, opening a new stage In 
man's conquest for space; a 
cosmonaut dressed In a special 
space suit with an autonomous 
life 
support 
system 
Boated 
freely in outer space. 
“ Thai data received during the 
flight of Voskhod 2 are being 
tabulated and analysed.”

BROADCASTING’S FAT CATS 
The 4,000 radio and television executives who 
come to Washington for the National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters' 43rd annual convention, 
opening Sunday, March 21, should be able to 
concentrate on having a good time. Profits are 
soaring for most segments of the industry and, 
better yet, the federal government isn't trying 
to press any new regulatory scheme on broad­ 
casting. 
On 
the 
eve of last year's convention, the 
Federal 
Communications 
Commission 
an­ 
nounced a proposal that would limit the number 
of commercials which radio and television sta­ 
tions would be allowed to air during a given 
period of time. The House rushed to the rescue 
by passing a bill prohibiting the F. C. C. from 
setting 
standards 
to 
govern 
the length or 
frequency of commercials. The Senate took no 
action, but the bill’s purpose was achieved when 
the F. C. C. withdrew the proposed rule. 
This year the only small cloud hanging over 
the industry's freedom is the F.C.C.’s proposed 
investigation into whether the networks exercise 
too much control over television programming. 
Also, Sen. Thomas J. Dodd (DConn.) was making 
sounds about an investigation by Congress into 
excessive violence on television, but has quieted 
down since his re-election. 
Broadcasting Magazine reports (Feb. 22) that 
1964 was the best year in radio and television 
history—moneywise, that is. Combined time 
sales of the two media totalled $2.3 billion last 
year, a rise of more than $223 million over 
1963. This should assure a mood of well-being 
at the convention, which will spill over into two 
hotels (the Shoreham and Sheraton-Park). High­ 
light of the gathering is likely to be the March 23 
evening reception for Congress and government 
leaders; a sim ilar party several years ago cost 
the N. A. B. $35,000.

Poverty, and all over the land 
counselors are being hired in 
droves for the first offensive.

on a sm all scale before em bark­ 
ing 
on it on a vast one. All 
we have had was hope that the 
m illions to be spent on coun­ 
seling would work. 
But we did hope, because no 
sensitive person can fail to be 
stirre d by the ¡aiowledge of the 
ignorance and poverty that exist 
to some degree all over the 
country. Now that hope is som e­ 
what clouded by doubt, as the 
R ussell Sage Foundation pre­ 
p ares to release the results of 
a six-year study on the counsel­ 
ing 
of potentially delinquent 
g irls. 
The 
study 
shows that g irls 
identified as potentially delin­ 
quent and given counseling on 
an individual basis turned out 
no better than those so iden­ 
tified and deprived of counsel­ 
ing. 
There was no difference in the 
num ber 
who graduated 
from 
high school or in their grades. 
No effect on their truancy could 
be noted. The sam e proportion 
of both groups became pregnant 
out of wedlock. 
Those who conducted the study 
_ do not despair. They only fe e l. 
that with the present knowledge 
of how to counsel not much can 
be hoped for— not that we can’t 
learn how to counsel more ef­ 
fectively. 
The point is that the Govern­ 
ment is going full steam ahead 
before the necessary knowledge 
is available. 
Not only that, but such cities 
as Columbus, Ohio, complain 
that 
those 
hired to counsel 
youngsters to stay in school are 
paid far m ore than those who 
«. will have to teach them if they do . 
stay in school. 
Washington seem s to think we 
taxpayers have plenty of money 
for such untried experim ents 


on a grand scale.

Tlu1 1960 cen­ 
sus (now more than four years 
old) showed high unemployment. 
There Is no hospital in the com­ 
munity. 
Children must 
take 
buses to school. There is no 
new spaper. There is no self- 
government. 
Roy Smith, supervisor of the 
township of which Willow Vil­ 
lage 
is part, says unemploy­ 
ment is low there In 1965 and 
many local residents work in 
three thriving auto factories 
not far away. Few people are on 
relief. There is a doctor’s of­ 
fice, and hospitals are not re­ 
mote in this thickly - settled 
area. Newspapers come In from 
Ypsilanti and Ann Arbor. 
Smith is a Republican, but the 
issue is bi-partisan. Raymond 
Saarl, the Dem ocratic township 
trea su rer, said; “ I don’t think 
the people who initiated this 
thing knew what they were do­ 
ing.” 
Smith suggests that the grant 
be returned to the Federal gov- 
- ernm ent. 
“ They’ve disgraced our com­ 
munity and our resid en ts,” he 
commented. 
It’s clear that Willow Village 
hopes Washington will choose 
some other battlefield 
for its 
poverty war. We 
can all hope 
that it will not repeat all the 
old area development m istakes 
in this new program .

A country today can lie run 
In one of just two ways.

The oth­ 
er is the collectivist way. 
M ixtures are constantly being 
tried. But It always turns out 
that every bit of collectivism 
re stric ts freedom and every bit 
of freedom holds back collec­ 
tivism . The two may coexist, 
but they cannot blend. Sooner 
or later a choice has to be made 
as to which one is better. Neu­ 
tral nations in 1965 are not 
workable. 
A favorite trite saying about 
government Is that “ it should 
do for the people only what they 
cannot do for them selves.” Yet 
there Is really very little that 
people cannot do for them - 
selves, If left to them selves. 
Individuals or fam ilies cannot 
raise modern arm ies. The state 
is needed to protect individuals 
against crim e. They cannot op­ 
erate courts of law on the 
voluntary basis. These are the 
just powers of the government. 
But whenever government gets

p rise. Everything attempted by 
government which people can 
do for them selves is always at 
the expense of private citizens. 
Exam ples are plentiful in our 
national life today. In fact, gov­ 
ernment is full of people who 
urge collectivist en terprises on 
the grounds that they will bene­ 
fit everybody in the long run. 
But government cannot create 
the wealth that will benefit ev­ 
erybody. Only constructive and 
productive effort can do that. 
A government cannot be happy 
for its Inhabitants.

M ysteriously, the U. S. S. R. 
state marketing tru st has been

harbors — 
though no longshoremen have 
knowlingly unloaded Soviet car­ 
go from any freighters. 
Obviously the m em bers of the 
International 
Longshoremen’s 
Assn. (ILA) were handling the 
Red fish. 
But how? Where? 
When? Obviously these im ports 
w ere hurting American fisher­ 
men, cutting down profits and 
jobs, because the Soviet food 
has been sold here at slashed 
prices made possible because 
the U. S. S. R. has no con­ 
sequential wage cost aboard 
its craft. 
Finally m atters got so tough 
for A m erica's fisherm en they 
went to Red Moran, vice p res­ 
ident of the Boston ILA, They 
believed they had the answ er. 
Investigation proved they did. 
H ere’s 
what 
had 
been hap­ 
pening; 
Big 
Soviet 
T raw ler fleets, 
bunched in groups of 20, have 
been steam ing into the lush and 
lucrative fishing 
beds off the 
New England Coast — not too 
far outside the three mile lim it. 
Thus they are In international 
w aters. 
It was a flotilla of such Soviet 
traw lers which attem pted to 
seize the American lobster net 
craft “ Ruth and Helen” com­ 
manded by Capt. John Francis 
J r .

radio went bad. 
Capt. Francis asked the Rus­ 
sian captain of the H-3H6 to 
radio our Coast Guard.

“ Champion” . This cargo, too, 
was not touched. 
From now on, Bowers said, 
the ILA network will keep an

Rotterdam or any 
other W estern European city, 
to head off transshipped Soviet 
fish catches. 
“ This Is no red herring mat­ 
te r ,” 
Bowers 
told

In our w aters, pay their people 
slave wages and then undersell 
Vs. We would be scabbing on our

countrymen

intelligence 
who have 
learning 
d iso rd ers or a per­ 
ceptual, 
conceptual, 
or 
co- 
ordlnative nature. Such learn­ 
ing disorders prevent children 
from responding to usual tech­ 
niques employed by the public 
schools. The m ajority of these 
children have underlying neu­ 
rological dam age caused 
by 
pre-natal o r neo-natal injury 
or a severe childhood illness 
or accident. 


Organic abnorm alities 
are 
frequently 
difficult 
to diag­ 
nose; however, these children 
can often be identified 
by the 
following behavioral symptoms; 
perceptual difficulty, distract- 
ibillty, perserveration, hyper­ 
activity, and im pulsiveness. All 
children 
have 
these char­ 
acteristics to som e degree, but 
in 
those with learning dis­ 
orders, they may appear in ex­ 
trem e or inappropriate form s. 
All these children do not exhibit 
the same sym ptom s to the same 
degree, but ra th e r in varying 
degrees and in varying com­ 
binations. 
Children with learning disor­ 


d ers have always been among 
us. They have only recently 
been 
identified 
as Invisibly 
crippled human beings for they 
have little or no physical handi­ 
cap. Their “ crippling” involves 
th e ir ability to perceive their 
w orld, to think about it, and to 
respond to it in effective ways. 
Unfortunately, these children 
a re usually not found until aft­ 
e r they have suffered failure in 
school. Then there Is usually 
no place for them except 
the 
classroom for the mentally re ­ 
tarded, and they do not belong 
th ere. They need a special pro­ 
gram tailored to their individual 
needs where they can learn the 
basic skills by special methods 
so they can eventually take 
th eir places in a normal public 
school classroom . 
According to M rs. W. Yates

CHAPTER X 
DEPARTMENT OF REVENUE 
The 
Department of Revenue 
was created by Section 2 i Arti­ 
cle IV of the state constitution 
and the broad outlines of Its or­ 
ganizational structure are set 
up constitutionally. 
The Department of Revenue's 
director Is appointed 
by the 
Governor, 
with Senate con­ 
firmation, and he Is subject to 
removal by the Governor at any 
time. 
Two divisions of tin* depart­ 
ment are established by the con­ 
stitution. They are the Division 
of Collection and the Division 
of Budget and Comptroller. The 
method of selecting these divi­ 
sion heads Is 
determined by 
Chapters 32 
and 33 of the 
statutes. At the present time the 
collector Is appointed : y the 
director of revenue with the ap­ 
proval of the Governor. The 
comptroller is appointed di­ 
rectly by tho Governor, 
with 
confirmation by the Senate, and 
Is subject to removal by the 
Governor it any time. 
Other divisions have been a s­ 
signed to tlx Department of 
Revenue by statutes and by ex­ 
ecutive orde rs. They are; (l) 
Division of Procurement; (2) 
Division of Fund Commission­ 
ers; 
(3) Dh Is ion of Public 
Buildings; and (4) the Tax Com­ 
mission. The chief executives 
of these divisions are appointed 
directly by the Governor rather 
than by tlx* head of the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue. 
The operation oi the Depart­ 
ment of Revenue 
comprises 
three types of activities: (1) 
the physical handling of state 
moneys; (2) those activities and 
services that ma., be easily 
recognized as necessary for ad­ 
ministering i particular statute 
or group of related statutes; 
and (3) tho^t activités and serv­ 
ices provided by the 
depart­ 
ment for -.11 Lite ruai divisions 
and operating units. 
The Division of Collection was 
created in 1946 following the 
adoption of tlx present con­ 
stitution. All tax collections 
were made the responsibility oi 
the Division of Collection. Since 
the creation of thin division, the 
vork load has been constantly 
growing, reflecting increases In 
the state's population and in­ 
creases in revenue receipts. 
The Division of Collection now 
collects well over $700 mil­ 
lion 
annually 
for transmis­ 
sion to the State Treasurer. 
There are about 880,000 auto­ 
mobile title transactions each 
year, and passenger car license 
renewals number approximate­ 
ly 1,460,000 during the same 
oerlod.

unit issues almost 925,000 li­ 
censes and permits annually. 
The income tax unit processes 
over 1,300,000 personal income 
tax returns; and about 2 mil­ 
lion information reports are 
received from employers dur­ 
ing a one - year period. The 
Sales-Use Tax unit maintains 
about 75,000 current accounts 
from which tax is collected 
quarterly, and 1,200 accounts 
from which tax is collected 
monthly. Total sales - use tax 
collections amount to more than 
173 million per year. 
The problems in ope rating this 
division involve processing a 
great volume of paper work. 
1 he div ison probably contacts 
more individual citizens of the . 
state than any other unit of 
Mate government; therefore, 
citizens have an interest in tlx* 
efficient operation oi die divi­ 
sion. 
The department i.s 
at­ 
tempting to carry out the provi­ 
sions ot legislation with an ad- 
mtnistnative structure not de­ 
signed for a large work volume. 
The Division of Collection is 
now operating 
as a decen­ 
tralized group of individual - 
units. Each unit provides its 
own office services, tax collect­ 
ing and tax enforcing media. 
Such policies have allowed du­ 
plication of common functions 
among the units. 
Modern administrative orga­ 
nizations 
recognize 
charac­ 
teristics observed within the 
Department of Revenue as In­ 
dicative of need for a strong 
centralized organization em­ 
phasizing common functions. 
These characteristics include; 
(1) large work volume; (2) large 
numbers of semi-skilled work- 
ers; (3) relative low pay for 
most workers; (4) repetitive 
work routines; and (5) evidence 
of inadequacy in the present de­ 
centralized system. 
The 1955 State Reorganization 
Commission 
recognized ad­ 
ministrative problems within 
the 
Department of Revenue. 
During 
the past 
ten years 
developments have emphasized 
these problems— increase in 
work volume has overburdened 
some units, causing untimely 
delays in 
processing 
docu-- 
nients. 
The 1965 
Commission pro­ 
poses depart mental reorgani­ 
zation according to work func­ 
tions, i.e., money collection, 
tax law enforcement, and com­ 
mon administrative services. 
Such a reorganization would 
enable the department to utilize 
the 
limited number of spe­ 
cialists more 
effectively, as 
well as install assembly - line 
methods for common depart­ 
mental functions. 
The proposed 
departmental 
structure is merely an exten­ 
sion of recommendations by the 
1955 Commission.

Thursday to talk about what Dr. 
Mathis called iatrogenic 111 • 
nesses. 
Roughly translated, these are 
doctor - caused Illnesses; but 
they can also be blamed on 
nurses, blood drawers, need- 
lers, sam plers, x-rayers and 
other technologists working on 
patients. 
"Illness producedby stress In 
turn compounds new stresses,” 
said Dr. Auer. "How does the 
hospital bill affect the patient's 
recovery? Is he worried about 
follow-up care after he returns 
home? Do we hospital people 
bother to ask?” 
Dr. Mathis said: 
"People harbor primitive and 
irrational emotion about ill­ 
ness. Some feel it is a retribu­ 
tion for past sins. They have a 
guilt complex. Often they are 
looking for someone to blame 
for their predicament. No test 
should be started without some” 
small personal talk between pa­ 
tient and technologist. The pa­ 
tient should be allowed to ques­ 
tion what is goind to happen to 
him, why tilings are being done.

Brewster Jr. lias hinted that he 
would like to do something 
about the treadmill aspect of 
acquiring an education. 
"I think there ought to tie 
more 
landings 
and detours 
along this escalator of academic 
achievement,” tie said in a re­ 
cent interview. 
What bothers Brewster is that 
formal education lias become, 
for many young Americans, a 
nonstop process that goes on for 
20 years. Small wonder some of 
the participants get a little wea­ 
ry along the way. 
Brewster said he feels it 
might tie sensible to "build in 
some discontinuity.” 
One way, he said, would be to 
make the conventional four-year 
program leading to a bachelor 
of arts degree five years in­ 
stead. The student could have a 
year along the way to take a 
break if so inclined. 
Another approach would tie 
for students, immediately after 
completing high school or prep 


‘activity. 
"I think there's akiridofhlind 
conformity to the expectation 
that you must go straight from 
school to college,” Brewster 
said. 
Brewster does not Intend that 
young men should defer starting 
college Just to spend a year 
lying on a beach. He wants this 
year 
off to be invested in 
stretching the mind. 
"It could be a Job,” tie said, 
"it could be travel, It could be 
domestic Peace Corps work.” 
So fcir, Brewster has not al­ 
tered the undergraduate pro­ 
gram at Yale to test his theo­ 
ries. The university still lswliat 
-it was when Brewster, then 44, 
succeeded the late A. Whitney 
Griswold as president. 
He actually had been running 
Yale for some time before the 
inauguration last April. When 
Griswold died in April 1963, 
Brewster already was provost, 
the university's chief education­ 
al officer. 
Now that he is president, 
Brewster feels a little more 
heavily the weight ttiat rests on 
the man who speaks for a uni­ 
versity. 
But in one respect, he said, 
presidents have it easier now 
than in the past.

“ H iston has reco rd ed down 
through the > ears that A m erica 
is 
commonly 
re p resen ted by 
two figures — one an extrem e­ 
ly thin, tall old m an, d re sse d in 
clothes of a by-gone era em bel­ 
lished with the s ta rs and strip e s 
of the national flag: the o th er 
a 
portly 
m atern al 
fem ale 
d ressed in 
flowing 
robes of 
classica l sty le, crow ned with a 
diadem and holding a torch in 
h er hand. Uncle S am , fhe old 
man 
re fe rre d to above, rep ­ 
rese n ts the 
governm ent 
of 
A m erica in its dem anding a s ­ 
pects — he w ants your sav­ 
ings for w ar lo an s, your mon­ 
ey for taxes and m ost of a ll, 
to 
die 
young 
men in every 
w histle stop post office over 
the country, he points a ste rn 
finger saying 
“ I want you.” 
"In far d ifferen ce case is 
the Goddess of L ib e rty . She is 
A m erica 
the bountiful, p o u r­ 
ing out endless tre a s u re s from 
h e r cornucopia: she is A m eri­ 
ca the land of the fre e , holding 
high h er torch to illum inate 
the path to dem o cracy, the land 
of opportunity , yielding h er fav­ 
ors to those who a re in d u stri­ 
ous, energetic, and ingenious, 
hi 
the 
shorthand 
of sym bol­ 
ism , 
these fig u res re p re se n t 
a 
m ost 
im p o rtan t 
psycho­ 
logical tru th . A m erica in its 
benevolent, rich , id ealistic a s­ 
p ects is envisaged (by A m eri­ 
cans) as fem inine: it is m ascu­ 
line only in its g rasp in g and de­ 
manding a sp e c ts.

The cus­ 
tom of paying trib u te to our 
honored dead had its beginning 
by thoughtful lad ies of the Mag­ 
nolia State when flow ers w ere 
placed on the g ra v e s of Con­ 
federate and N ational so ld ie rs 
in Colum bus, M ississip p i, on 
May 30, 1868. 
"T h e first O rd er of E astern 
S tar ever prom ulgated in the 
w orld was o rganized in M issis­ 
sippi. So

conceived in 1847 by Rob M or­ 
ris, a prom inent M ississippi 
school teac h er.

staple cotton m arket is located 
at Greenwood. 
"In 1839 
the State of Mis­ 
sissip p i led the English speak­ 
ing w orld in legislation p ro­ 
tecting the property rights of 
m arrie d wom en. 
"T h e dental c e rtifica te , used 
throughout the nation to encour­ 
age school 
ch ild ren 
to have 
p ro p er dental c are was first 
used in M ississip p i. The idea 
of the dental c e rtifica te o rig i­ 
nated witii the M ississip p iS tate 
B oard of H ealth in the 1920's. 
M ississip p i's 
slogan 
“ Send 
Your Child to School with a 
Dental C e rtific ate ” began to be 
adopted 
in o th e r sta te s until 
today 
its 
use 
is nationw ide. 
“ The firs t soil sedim enta­ 
tion lab o rato ry in the nation, 
used exclusively fo r soil sedi­ 
m entation and re se a rc h , was e s­ 
tablished at O xford.

"M ississip p i was the birth 
place of bigtirne laixing. 'Hie 
first g re a t cham pionship fight 
in A m erican ring history was 
fought on F eb ru ary 7, 1882, at 
M ississip p i C ity, when John L .

SANTA ANA, Calif. (AP) —- 
James Deckard is 7 years old 
today, but he’s already had his 
present. 
Nine clays ago, doctors re­ 
moved the stainless steel tube 
be has worn through a hole in 
his neck for the past 18 months. 
They sewed up the hole and 
an adjacent opening in his wind­ 
pipe that enabled 
him 
to 
breathe. 
The windpipe closure leakeda 
little air, his doctor says, with 
the result that his head swelled 
up ’’like a balloon.” 
But the swelling is subsiding 
as nature gradually closes off 
the leak. And James — up and 
about the family home In near­ 
by Placentia -- is cheerfully 
busy with crayons and first- 
grade “ homework.” 
He’s quick to smile, slow to 
cry. His recovery is a story of 
bravery, prayers and love. 
“ The doctors say he’sa fight­ 
e r,” said Ills mother, Mrs. Jay 
Deckard, “ and that he has a 
quick comeback. When he starts 
on the road to recovery he just 
pops right out of it.” 
James, a veteran of 14opera­ 
tions — the last when they 
sewed up his neck — is “ a real 
good boy,” says his surgeon, 


Dr. John Wilcox. 
James was 3 when he devel­ 
oped a croupy cough and began 
having trouble breathing, his 
mother said. His trouble was 
diagnosed as juvenile papilloma 
— a noncancerous wart in the 
larynx, or voice box. 
The wart multiplied until his 
vocal cords and throat were 
covered with them, his mother 
said. 
Doctors Inserted the tube so 
he could breathe and began the 
series of operations to remove 
the warts. 
Now remaining, says Dr. Wil­ 
cox, is “ one little tiny one, noth­ 
ing to be alarmed about.”

trouble behind him?

MOSCOW 
AP — Spaceship 
Voskhod 2 landed safely today 
west of the Ural Mountains aft­ 
er a spectacular 24-hour orbit 
during which one of the two cos­ 
monauts aboard frolicked out­ 
side the craft. There were Indi­ 
cations that something 
went 
wrong in the landing process. 
An announcement 
by 
Tass, 
the Soviet news agency, that the 
pilot had steered the spaceship 
to a landing ended hours 
of 
mystery and official silence on 
the Voskhod’s fate. Tass said 
both cosmonauts were well. 
The time the Voskhod 
was 
aloft indicated it had completed 
17 orbits and was on Its 18th 
when it landed. 
The exploit of Col. Pavel Be- 
layayev and Lt. Col. Alexei 
Leonov meant another big step 
toward travel to the moon. It 
was Leonov who ventured out­ 
side the craft and floated 10 
m inutes In the veld, proving men 
could work there to assemble 
space platforms for shots to 
the moon. 
The spaceship landed at 12;02 
p.m. - 4;02 a.m. EST— near 
Perm, west of the Ural Moun­ 
tains and 725 miles northeast of 
Moscow. This is far north of the 


usual landing spot for Soviet 
spaceships* 
This fact and the character of 
radio signals toward the end of 
the flight suggested to the Bo­ 
chum Space Observatory 
In 
West Germany that the landing 
process was Irregular, a Bo­ 
chum spokesman said. 
The Perm area Is on the west­ 
ern slopes of the Ural Moun­ 
tains. Half the area Is forested 
and unfit for a landing, 
but 
there is a plain. 
Whatever the success of the 
landing, Tass said Belyayev and 
Leonov had carried 
out thetr 
experiment successfully. 
It was steered down by manu­ 
al controls by Belyayev, the an­ 
nouncement said. 
Belyayev and Leonov “ feel 
well,” Tass added. “ The scien­ 
tific program has been fully ac­ 
complished.”

The 4,000 radio and television executives who 
come to Washington for the National Associa­ 
tion of Broadcasters' 43rd annual convention, 
opening Sunday, March 21, should be able to 
concentrate on having a good time. Profits are 
soaring for most segments of the industry and, 
better yet, the federal government isn't trying 
to press any new regulatory scheme on broad­ 
casting.

of commercials which radio and television sta­ 
tions would be allowed to air during a given 
period of time. The House rushed to the rescue

The Senate took no 
action, but the bill’s purpose was achieved when 
the F. C. C. withdrew the proposed rule.

big spender by testing an Idea 
on a sm all scale before em bark ­

on It on a vast one. All 
we have had was hope that the 
millions to U- spent on coun­ 
seling would work. 
But we did hope, because no 
sensitive person can fall to be 
s tirr e d by the knowledge of th e - 
lgnorance and poverty that exist 
to some degree all over the 
country, Now that hope Is some­ 
what clouded by doubt, as the 
R ussell Sage Foundation pre­ 
p a re s to re le a se the resu lts of 
a six -y e a r study on the counsel­ 
ing 
of potentially delinquent 
g irls. 
The 
study 
shows that girls 
identified as potentially delin­ 
quent and given counseling on 
an Individual b asis turned out 
no better than those so iden­ 
tified and deprived of counsel­ 
ing. 
T here was no difference in the 
num ber 
who graduated 
from 
high school o r in their grades. 
No effect on th eir truancy could 
be noted. The sam e proportion 
of both groups becam e pregnant 
out of wedlock. 
Those who conducted the study 
do not despair. They only f e e l . 
that with the p resen t knowledge 
of how to counsel not much can 
be hoped for— not that we can’t 
learn how to counsel m ore ef­ 
fectively. 
The point is that the Govern­ 
ment Is going full steam ahead 
loefore the n ecessary knowledge 
is available.

Pocketbooks 
Reactive As 
Vital Organs 


KANSAS CITY (,AP) — “ The 
patient's pocketbook is as real 
and as reactive as Ids vital or­ 
gans and should be treated with 
the same respect," said Dr. Ed­ 
ward T. Auer. 
Dr. Jam es L . Mathis said: 
"The technologist is one of the 
first persons the latient encoun­ 
ters. He is probed, pricked, 
pushed and pulled by someone 
usually totally unknown to him 
for reasons only vaguely under­ 
stood and always to his physical 
or mental discomfort." 
Dr. Auer is chief of psychiatry 
at St. Louis University, Dr. 
Mathis is from the psychiatric 
staff at the University of Okla­ 
homa and they appeared before 
the annual 
convention of the 
Midwest 
Hospital Association 
Thursday to talk about what Dr. 
Mathis called iatrogenic ill • 
nesses. 
Koughly translated, these are 
doctor - caused illnesses; but 
they can also be blamed on 
nurses, blood drawers, need- 
lers, sam plers, x-rayers and 
other technologists working on 
patients. 
"Illness produced by stress in 
turn compounds new stresses," 
said Dr. Auer. "How does the 
hospital bill affect the patient's 
recovery? Is he worried atxmt 
follow-up care after he returns 
home? Do we hospital people 
bother to ask ?" 
Dr. Mathis said: 
"People harbor primitive and 
irrational 
emotion atxiut ill­ 
ness. Some feel it Is a retribu­ 
tion for |xist sins. They have a 
guilt complex. Often they are 
looking for someone to blame 
for their predicament. No test 
should be started without some' 
small personal talk between pa­ 
tient and technologist. The pa­ 
tient should be allowed to ques­ 
tion what is goind to happen to 
him, why things are being done.
